Of Theatre Price Increase Soon 

At the GCS Board of Directors meeting held Friday evening 
November 10, the Executive Committee recommended that a special 
meeting be called in the city to discuss the raising of the theatre's 
admission prices. Carolyn Miller made a motion that December 1 
be set aside as a date for the special meeting. 

A price rise is felt warranted to assure a break-even opera¬ 
tion. Another* advantage would result in securing better pictures 
since motion picture companies get a percentage of box office re¬ 
ceipts and give preference to those theatres where receipts would 
be higher. 


The general manager has recom¬ 
mended that the fountain area of 
the drug store be remodeled within 
the framework that PHA will per¬ 
mit which means that cooked 
meals or booth service will be ex¬ 
cluded. After a discussdon for va¬ 
rious types of fountain arrange¬ 
ments, Henry Walter moved that 
'‘management prepare a thorough 
study of the fountain and present it 
to the next meeting for considera¬ 
tion”. Mrs. Miller felt that man¬ 
agement should keep in mind the 
largest seating capacity possible 
since “there are many women at the 
center during the afternoon who 
would patronize the fountain, ex¬ 
cept that it’s always crowded". 

Dan Livington meat buyer, and 
Joe Jahsdoerfer, butcher, were 
present at the meeting to aid the 
Board in their study of the meat 
department. Since it was agreed 
that the meat department is the 
most important department in the 
food store from the point of sales 
and consumer satisfaction, Ben 
Rosenzweig suggested that a Meat

The reduction was made possible in spite of rising costs, ac¬ 
cording to McDonald, by the keen interest in efficient government 
displayed by the council, reflected down the ranks from the mana¬ 
ger, department heads and individual employees.
